ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1954 


To  the  Members  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban  District  Councils 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1954. 

A review  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  the  adjusted  death  rate 
is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  1953,  being  12.6  as  compared 
with  13.7.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.7  is  much  less  than 
the  rate  of  25.5  for  England  and  Wales.  The  chief  causes  of 
death  still  continue  to  be  diseases  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
and  cancer,  the  numbers  being  49  and  20  respectively  out  of  a 
total  of  105  deaths. 

The  birth  rate,  after  dropping  to  11.7  in  1953,  has  risen  to  14.6, 
somewhat  below  the  figures  of  15.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was  37  com- 
pared with  151  for  1953. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  valued  co-operation  of 
the  officers  of  the  Council  and  their  staffs.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General  Hospital, 
Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the  examination  of  any 
material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department  or  by  General  Prac- 
titioners. This  service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  there  is  no  charge 
to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes  the  examination  of 
throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and  blood  from  all  cases 
of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and  assistance  is  always 
available. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a twenty-four  hour 
one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of  all 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport  of 
patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and  from 
Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary  treat- 
ment. The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person. 

The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

House  Scavenging 

A new  18  cubic  yard  Dennis  “ Paxit  ” refuse  collecting  vehicle 
was  acquired  and  put  into  service  in  March  of  this  year.  This 
normally  deals  with  all  collections  but  the  existing  10  cubic  yard 
Karrier  vehicle  has  been  retained  and  is  used  to  give  assistance  from 
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time  to  time  as  may  be  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means 
of  controlled  tipping. 

The  salvage  of  scrap  metal  and  rags  has  been  continued  and  is 
undertaken  during  the  course  of  normal  refuse  collection.  Waste 
paper  is  not  collected  in  view  of  reduced  demands  and  difficulty 
of  disposal. 

Sewerage 

No  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year.  Combined  drains  and 
connections  were  constructed  for  56  non-traditional  type  houses 
at  The  Race  Housing  Estate.  Ten  new  connections  were  made  to 
existing  sewers. 

Water  Supply 

A length  of  224  yards  of  new  6in.  C.I.  water  main  was  laid 
during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  supply  to  an 
existing  factory.  Seventy-seven  new  connections  to  the  Council’s 
mains  were  made. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  inclusive  of  trade 
supplies  was  122,762,000  gallons.  This  shows  a decrease  of  approxi- 
mately 3,000,000  gallons  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  The 
overall  daily  average  consumption  of  water  was  approximately  44 
gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety-four  inspections  for  water  wastages  were 
made.  Thirteen  notices  were  served  requiring  repairs  to  prevent 
waste,  and  640  taps  were  rewashered  free  of  charge. 

Housing 

Construction  work  on  three  housing  sites  has  been  continued 
during  the  year.  A further  18  traditional  type  houses  were  com- 
menced and  50  houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

A further  56  non-traditional  type  houses  (Unity)  were  also  com- 
menced and  47  completed  and  occupied.  Sixty-two  hutments  were 
demolished  and  sites  cleared  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  Unity 
type  houses.
